Introducing the District 


Ladakh is situated between 32'—15* to 35'-0' North latitude and 75'-15" to 80"—15" East longitude. It is 
bounded by China on North and East. In the North-West are Pak occupied areas of Gilgit and Skardoo, while dis¬ 
trict Baramulla, Srinagar, Anantnag and Doda lie on its West and states of Himachal Pradesh and Punjab are con¬ 
tiguous to its Southern end. 


According to the provisional figures of the Surveyor General of India as quoted in the 1971 population census 
report, District Ladakh has a total geographical area of 95,876.00 Sq. Kilometers which also includes 37,555 Sq. Kms. 
under illegal occupation of China. Ladakh is therefore the largest district in size not only in the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir but in the whole of the country. The area lowered is on a high level Plateau and is largely devoid of any 
vegetation. It represents a continuation of various mountain ranges extending higher and higher in the North until 
these join Gons Karakoram ranges bounding China. 


The district has three Tehsils is Leh, Kargil and Zanskar. Leh Tehsil is further divided into three sub-divisions 
Leh, Nobra valley and Nyoma. It has five highest passes viz., Zojila (11,575 ft.) Namikla (12,200 ft.) Fatula (13,479 ft) 
(on the way from Srinagar to Leh) Changla (18,200 ft) on the way to Durbook Changthang) and Khardongla (18,500 ft) 
the highest point on the Leh Nobra road). 


The district is headed by a Development Commissioner cum-Deputy Commissioner who also functions as 
District Magistrate. He is the head of all the departments engaged in the developmental as well as administrative 
activities. At the headquarters he is assisted by Assistant Commissioner Revenue and other District Officers while Tehsil 
Leh, Kargil and Zanskar are looked after by Tehsildars. Sub-division Nobra and Nyoma are headed by Assistant 
Commissioners and at Kargil, there is a sub-divisional Magistrate who supervises the development activities for Kargil 
and Zanskar Tehsils. Though Police and Judiciary are functioning separately yet full coordination and cooperation is 
rendered to the District head in maintaining law and order. 


Climate : The District experiences almost arctic cold during winter. 
Rain is erratie and scanty. 


Climate is generally dry and cold. 


People . Though the District has been called after the name of Land of Lamas and Gumpas but people of all 
fauhs are its inhabitants. Budhists and Muslims form 98% of the total population in the District as per 1971 Census. 
In Leh Tehsil Budhists constitute 85-86% of the total population followed by Muslims 12-00% and others 1.94%

I AREA AND POPULATION 


Tables presented in this chapter give information with respect to area and population by sex, sector and age. 
Information has also been given in respect of people engaged in different economic activities by various characteristics 

According to the census of 1971, the total population of the District stood at 1 *05 lakhs which is about 2% 
of the State‘s population. Except for Kargil Tehsil, the females out-number the males although the sex ratio at the 
District level is 975. . 

Budhist population in the District constitutes 51*82% of the total as against 46*67 in case of Muslims, which 
other religions make up the remaining 1*5%. The two Tehsils of Leh and Zanaskar are dominated by the Budhists 
whereas Muslim population is mostly concentrated in the Kargil Tehsil. 

Total working force in the District is about 44%, out of which 77% are engaged in cultivation. The number 
of female workers which is over 15 thousand and represents 29*6% of the total population, is the highest 
in the State.

As against the state figure of 67-83% of working force engaged in the field of Agriculture 80-65% of the 

lou! working force in Ladakh is engaged in this field which highlights the importance of agriculture for the district. 


The main source of agriculture statistics is the statistical cell of the Revenue Department to whome the data 

flouj from the Deputy Commissioner-cum-Development commissioner. The primary source of the data is the patwari'i 
Khasra register at the village level. 


Total area figures presented in this chapter relate to the cadastrally surveyed area and are therefore different 
from the corresponding figures given in Chapter 1 which relate to the geographical area as available from survery of 
India figures. It will thus be seen that 0.6% which is slightly more than half percent area is fit for cultivation and habita¬ 
tion in the district. The remaining area consists of scattered mountain ranges without any vegetation. 


The total cropped area in 1975-76 represents about 30.6% of the total area according to village papers while 
the net area sown is only 28 • 3 %. Hence the area under double cropping is just 2.3 %. The bulk of the agriculture is 
limited to a single crop only. The principal crops that are grown in the district are wheat, Millets and pulses. 

Main source of irrigation in the district are the Gravity canals. Entire net area sown in the district is irri¬ 
gated, as in the arid climate of the district it is not possible to grow any crops without a reasonable amount of water. 

As per Agriculture Census 1970-71 average holding size in the district is 1.57 hect. which is the highest for 
any of the districts of the State. Most of the land falls in the owned category and only an area of 5538 hect. viz 
about 21% of the total area is reported under tenancy holdings.

IV—CO-OPERATION 


The Co-operative movement in the District owes its origin to the II Five Year Plan. The scheme for development 
of co-operative movement in Ladakh initially envisaged the opening of a consumer store at Leh within the object of pro¬ 
cessing and marketing of wool on the one hand and on the other hand with the object in view a consumer co-operative 
store under the name of “Bami Duniya” store was organised and registered in February, 1958. This store which was 
intended to have branches through out the Tehsil remained dormant for some time due to lack of funds. This store 
therefore, could not undertake any business during this period except for the purchase of butter from Zanaskar Tehsil. 
During this period two more societies that is labour Co-operative Society and Multipurpose Co-operative Society 
were organised. The Co-operative movement in Kargil Tehsil started from the year 1962-63 with the passage of time the 
co-operative moment has gained a momentum in the sence that during 1969-70 the number of co-operative societies

V—ELECTRICITY 


Out of 235 inhabited villages of the District 19 villages only had been electrified by the end of 1974-75 leaving 

about 92% of Villages without Electricity. Electrification of villages in the district got momentum during 1973-74. 

Besides the villages, two towns of Leh and Kargil are having these facilities. There has been an alround increase 

in the electric consumption too. As gainst 1.03 Lakh KWS during 1970-71, 2.82 Lakh KWs were consumed during 

1974—75 with an increase in the No. of electric installations to the extent of about 125% during the same period. 

Electrification is expected to receive a philip with the execution of the Stakna Hydel Project which has been taken up by 
the State Government.

VIII—EDUCATION 


The economic development of an area is directly related to the spread of education. In district Ladakh 
which was cut off in the early davs, the facilities of education were very limited. Even now the percentage of literacy is 
12-70 as per 1971 census compared to 18-58 of the State. This percentage of literacy in Ladakh district is the lowest 
in the State. 


At the end of 1975-76, in all there were 360 educational institutions of which 285 were primary Schools, 45 
Middle Schools and 30 Secondry Schools. Post-Higher Secondry educational facilities are not available in the district 
and the students desirous of having these facilities have to come to Srinagar for the purpose. 

The Teacher pupil ratio in the district stood at 14 in 1975-76 for all schools. The details are given in the state¬ 
ment 8 -01. Almost all the Primary Schools being run in the district are single teacher schools.

^ institutions of all kinds that render medical facilities in the district of Ladakh. Out of these ther 

are 3 hospitals 2 in Kargil Tehsil and one in Leh. Number of Doctors has increased in the district by about 154 

during 1974-75 as compared to 1968-69 which shows the emphasis Government is putting on providing facilities of medi 

cal services to people in this far flung area. Similarly other categories of medical and para-medical staff have als< 
increased proportionately in the idstrict. 

Total No. of patients treated in different medical institutions of the district stood at 181789 inclusive of 
indoor patients during 1976-77 which is more than 50% as compared to the patients treated in 1968-69. In 1976-7' 
1496 operations were performed including 91 major operations which is less than the number in earlier year.
